construction is calculated to give con- 
venient quarters for one hundred pu- 
pils anil the principal and his corps of 
assistants, with the required number 
of recitation rooms, offices, hospital 
wards, etc. The basement is occupied 
by the main dining hull, kitchen, 
furnace room, anil sanitary depart- 
ment, which is furnished With the 

Smeed & Northcotl dry air closets. 

On the ground floor are the recep- 
tion rooms, private office of the pri- 
ncipal and several class rooms. The 
second Boor is largely devoted to 
rooms for recitation and class work, 
while the third contains the sleeping 
apartments and a chapel capable of 
scat ing. an audience of 900 with com- 
fort. This is an especially attractive 
room, and a tine view is obtainable 
from the windows, which face to 
north at an elevator sufficient to take 
in a large extent of country ami vari- 
ed scenery. 

The architects, Messrs. Moore and 
Russell, under whose direction the 
building has been constructed, have 
carried out to the smallest detail, the 

plans of the designer, Mr. Johnson of 
Ogdenslurg and to their ability and 

excellent workmanship is largely due 
the success of the plans adopted by 

tl mmittee. Their work has been 

well done and [has added one more 
structure to t be "list of excellent build- 
ings which have been reared by these 

gentlemen in Malone since their first 
work hen — the new Congregational

Fatal Result of the lee-Boat 
Accident. 



LAID AT REST 
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(From thr lltllirillc, Ont, InUUiijriu-rr.) 

Bkm.kvii.i.k, Ont., Feb. 17 — It is 

with feelings of deepest regret, we 
have to day to announce the death of 
Prof . 6. T. Greene, of the Institute. 
It was two weeks to-day that the sad 
accident by which a most precious 
life was sacrificed, occurred. The 
circumstances of the unfortunate 
event will be remembered. Prof. 
Greene and a few other gentlemen 
had gone on a pleasure trip on the 
bay in his tine, swift ice-boat, the 
product of his own skilful hand. On 
the home journey the boat ran into an 
opening in the ice, and gave the occu- 
pants the shock which resulted in Mr. 
Greene falling with such force, that it 
was some time before he recovered 
sufficient strength to resume his 
journey. Once home, he retired to 
his room, and when, on entering the 
house, in reply to a question from his 
wife, he said ho was a little lame, and 
hot fueling well, the doctor was call- 
ed. Later on, a consultation was 
held, and again a specialist from To- 
ronto was sent, for. Physicians, 
family, friends, all were there to ren- 
der willing assistance, but all that skill 
and love could suggest proved of no 
avail before the implacable foe, the 
unfortunate victim rendering his soul 
to God this morning about eight 
o'clock. 

Samuel T, tirecne was born near 

Portland, Maine, in 1843, of a most 

respectable family. He was given an 
education at Hartford, Conn., the 
mother of all the American Institu- 
tions, being afterwards sent to Col- 
lege at Washington, where he grad- 
uated witli honors. IL' taught a year 
at Hartford, and when the Ontario 
Institution opened was chosen one of 
its teachers. Of the intelligence, 
education and obliging manner of the 
defunct, we need scarcely speak. 
His services were so readily and 
graciously rendered on all occasions, 
his memory shall long be preserved in 
the community where his demise is 
looked Upon as a public loss. At the 
Institute when' ho so long and faith- 
fully labored, his death is a 
blow. The silent ones by whom he 
was loved, are paving him the tribute 
of their tears. How well he could 
cither instruct or amuse. His 
mastery of the pantomimic language 
gave his gestures such a clearness and 
grace and at times comical reality, 
as to have merited him the appel- 
lation of the Mute Garrtok. Bathe 
is gone! His widow was a Miss 
Howard, she being a niece of the late 
II . n. Lewis Wallbridgc. Five child- 
ren, one son and four daughters, arc 
left fatherless. Mrs. Greene and 
family have the sympathy not only of 
those connected with the Institute 
but of the entire community. The 
funeral will take place Wednesday 
afternoon. Mr. Mathison, of the 
Institution, has been unremitting in 
Ins attentions, doing all in his power 
in this sad case. Peace to his ashes! 

An incident in the life of Prof. 
Greene, is thus described by the lvev'd 

Bishop Vincent : " The • Chautauqua 

Salute,' on a glorious day in the sum- 
mer of is7 something, (I have for. 
gotten the year.) when Pro- 
fessor Greene, of Belleville, On- 
tario, delivered the most eloquent 
and magnetic address which I 
have ever witnessed. Unable to 
speak a word, by gesticulations the 
most graceful, by beautiful ami rarely 
eloquent facial expressions, he gave 
us ft series of incidents from the Word 
of God and from familiar history, and 
did his work so well that the audience 
was captured, enraptured. When be 
was through, they applauded in the 
usual way. It occurred to me, as the 
chairman at the meeting, that a deaf 
man would not be greatly profited or 
delighted by the clapping of bands, 
and I proposed the bringing out o( 
handkerchiefs to wave in the sunlight 
as our testimonial to his eloquence. 
The handkerchiefs, about, three thou- 
sand of them, were made ready for the 
signal, and when 1 gave the word, they 
Hew in the sunny air of that beautiful 
day, and tears came to the eyes of the 
gentleman for whom this demonstra- 
tion was intended. Since then at 
Chautauqua when we want to honor 
any special h eloquent man, we give 

him the " Chautauqua Salute." 
so for years to come as this salute is 
given at Chautauqua, or by the 
graduates of this " people's colli 
all parts of ihe world, there will be 
ited with it the name of Pro- 
fessor Greene, 



demonstration of yesterday. The late 
lamented Prof. Greene knew no 
enemy. Talented, affable, kind, oblig- 
ing, his presence any where inspired 
friendship and regard. Hence it was 
the news of the over to be regretted 
accident and subsquently of his death 
was received with such general deep 
regret. 1 lonoe also the devotednoss 
of friends during his short illness and 
the zeal and pomp displayed yester- 
day afternoon. The chapel w as drap- 
ped in mourning, and with its subdued 
light and solemn quiet and numerous 
weeping occupants, formed a scene as 
lugubrious as the writer has rarely 
witnessed. To see one who had BO 
often cheered and amused carried in 
the coldness of the death to the spot 
where he but so recently could create 
such interest and merriment, caused a 
feeling we could not well depict. A 
portrait of deceased placed over the 
plat form brought into melancholy con- 
trast what we might call i/iMcrday 
and to-day. 

The proceedings opened with the 
recitation of the Lord's Prayer, in 
which Jill participated. The Principal, 
Mr. Mathison, who, throughout this 
great trial, was indefatigable in his 
endeavors to render all possible assist- 
ance, and to whose quick perception 
and tact the completeness of every 
arrangement was due, then arose to 
address those present He did it in 
terms of conviction, and spoke feeling- 
ly of the merits of the one we had 
lost, and his useful and intelligent 
work, lie begged to assure the re- 
latives and friends of his heartfelt 
Sympathy, ami ended by the perusal 
of a short note, the spontaneous con- 
tribution of one of the pupils, in 
which the many qualities of the dear 
departed were fondly recalled, and 
his great popularity aino ig all shown. 
Prof. Coleman followed with an 
interesting account of his early 
acquaintance with the deceased, anil 
was especially happy in his simile of 
the tempest that caused the Twelve 
so much anxiety (a recitation the late 
professor could give so well), and the 
cloud that formed at the horizon from 
the hour of the deplorable accident- - 
a cloud pierced at times by the sun of 
hope, hut which to-day hung in deep- 
est darkness over all.
